Dean Duggan has contributed much to 
the students of Lowell Technological In- 
stitute, University of Lowell and Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts Lowell during 
the last 27 years. Among those achieve- 
ments are directing the on-campus hous- 
ing program, being an advocate, advi- 
sor and friend to the disabled student 
population and working tirelessly to 


educate students outside of the classroom 
as well as support their academics. Dean 
Duggan received an award from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts in 1989 rec- 
ognizing her outstanding performance in 
support of the University of Lowell. 

Dean Duggan has always referred to her- 
self as a “generalist” who does a wide vari- 
ety of tasks to help wherever needed. Dean 
Duggan supports such tasks as commence- 
ment, upgrading services to students, writ- 
ing bid documents, establishing task forces 
and committees, seeking to involve students 
in decision making at the University and 
community service with the City of Lowell.

In its debut season, the WNBA made 
a name for itself in professional 
sports.

the tragic death of Princess Diana, 
who was killed Aug. 31 in Paris 
during a high-speed car crash. 
Diana, 36, and her companion, Dodi 
Fayed, were reportedly being 
chased by photographers who were 
following them from the Hotel Ritz. 
Fayed, along with chauffeur Henri 
Paul, also died when the Mercedes 
crashed in a tunnel along the 
Seine River. The news sent shock 
waves around the world and sparked 
an international debate about the 
paparazzi’s role in the tragedy. An 
autopsy later revealed Paul was 
driving legally drunk. 

Although a Cambridge, Mass., jury 

found her guilty Oct. 30 of second- 
degree murder in the February death 
of infant Matthew Eappen, British au 
pair Louise Woodward, 19, was sen- 
tenced to time served and released 
by Judge Hiller Zobel. State prose- 
cutors promised an appeal in 1998. 





Chelsea Clinton, 17, left the presi- 
dential nest in the fall for Stanford 
University, beginning her first year of 
college. She was away from her 
parents, but not the Secret Service, 
who were with her on campus. 


The city of Carlisle, Iowa, boasted 
its new population of 3,407 after 
resident Bobbi McCaughey, 29, gave 
birth to septuplets.
